LITTLE MISS BELLA O’HARA

A large group of family and 
friends gathered together at a Minnie 
Mouse themed party on Saturday, 
March 30 to celebrate the second 
birthday of a little girl who has perse¬ 
vered through nearly incomprehensi¬ 
ble circumstances. 

In just 24 months of life, Bella 
O'Hara, the daughter of Mason and 
Jenna (Kelsch) O'Hara, has had to 
battle through a lifetime's worth of 
hardship literally from the moment 
she was born. But to see her smile, 
you'd never know she's been through 
a single bad day. 

This Saturday, April 13 at 9 a.m., 
the O'Hara's along with a host of fam¬ 
ily and friends collectively known as 
"Bella's Brigade" will take part in a 
benefit 5k walk/run at Thomas More 
College's track. The ever-growing 
support staffs dedication to this cause 
can only be rivaled by young Bella's 
own relentless fighting spirit. 

During Jenna's pregnancy, it was 
discovered at her 20 week ultrasound 
that her daughter may have spina 
bifida, which occurs when the spinal 
cord does not properly develop. She 
was referred to a high-risk pregnancy 
doctor who would closely monitor 
the remainder of the pregnancy, 
which entailed weekly tests and ultra¬ 
sounds. 

"After I graduated from Thomas 
More with a degree in elementary 
education, I was searching for my 
first teaching job. My hopes were to 
teach kindergarten, but my first offer 
was for a special education position 
at Northern Elementary. Though I 
was not certified in that area, I accept¬ 
ed and enrolled in a graduate program 
to get my master's in special educa¬ 
tion. About halfway through, I found 
out about being pregnant. When I got 
the news about Bella possibly having 
spina bifida, I was devastated. But I 
realized that God chose Mason and I 
to be Bella's parents. I had no inten¬ 
tions of being a special ed teacher, but 
I feel that was God's way of preparing 
me for what I go through with Bella," 
said Jenna. 

Later tests would show that Bella 
suffered from the most severe form of 
spina bifida known as myelomeningo¬ 
cele, which usually results in paralysis 
and fluid in or around the brain, also 
referred to as hydrocephalus. On 
March 30, 2011, Bella was born with 
a lesion on her back and hydrocepha¬ 
lus of the brain. Jenna was able to 
spend just sixty seconds with her 
newborn daughter before she was 
whisked away to the Neonatal Inten¬ 
sive Care Unit, (NICU) at Children's 
Hospital in Cincinnati. 

The following day, Bella had her 
first surgery, performed by a neuro¬ 
surgeon, to repair the lesion on her 
back. A narrow tube known as a shunt 


was put in her brain to drain the fluid. 
At one week old, she had her second 
surgery, this time a programmable 
shunt was inserted that would drain 
fluid from the brain and move it to her 
stomach region. Following two and 
half weeks in the NICU, Bella was 
able to go home. 

"Due to her spina bifida, Bella 
wasn't able to ride in a normal car 
seat. Instead, she had to ride in a "car 
bed," which was a big padded box 
where she laid flat on her belly while 
riding in the car," explained Jenna. 

The first few months of Bella's life 
consisted of routine doctor visits, 
tests, and a wide variety of therapies; 
ranging from speech to aqua therapy. 
It was also a trying period for Jenna 
and Mason, as they were introduced 
to a 24-hour daily commitment that 
would be necessary in order to pro¬ 
vide the best care for their daughter. 

"There was so much to learn and it 
was all overwhelming. We had to 
learn to catheterize Bella due to her 
neurogenic bladder, how to care for 


her wounds, what to watch for with 
her shunt, and the list goes on. But it 
all soon became part of our day-to- 
day routine," said Jenna. 

Around six months old, Bella 
encountered her third surgery, which 
was a hernia repair on her lower back. 
Throughout the first year the O'Hara's 
found themselves learning to appreci¬ 
ate the little things, small accomplish¬ 
ments made by Bella that might not 
seem like much to other parents, but 
to them it was indeed worth noting. 
"The hardest part of having a special 
needs child was not comparing Bella 
to other babies her age, we knew she 
would be delayed in most milestones, 
but accepting that was difficult. Now 
we have learned to be thankful for the 
little things such as a daily bowel 
movement, moving her legs or hold¬ 
ing her head up for more than 30 
seconds." 

Shortly after her first birthday, a 
fourth surgery was needed. Ear tubes

Back Yonder

“Poor Ol' Thing” 


The Scripture says, “Once a 
man, twice a child.” I believe that 
statement because I see myself in 
its message. If one lives long 
enough this truth becomes a fact 
for all of us. 

One of our aunts had a saying 
about old people. In fact she was 
an old person herself at that time. 
When she would be talking about 
her sister, who was a year or two 
older, she would comment, “poor 
of thing.” My wife and I joke 
about this label and have includ¬ 
ed ourselves in the “poor of 
thing” theory. 

We have traveled on bus tours 
over the years. We have gone 
numerous places and have seen 
many fascinating sites. We have 
met wonderful people. We love 
the tours because as one gets 
older, you don’t have to drive or 
worry about where you are going 
to stay or how to get there. You 
just sit back and ride and leave 
the worry to someone else. 

When I was clerk at the coun¬ 
ty courthouse I used to watch as 
the senior citizens would gather 
in the parking lot to go on trips. 
I would comment to the others in 
the office, “One of these days 
that’s going to be me.” 

We would also observe that 
most of the travelers were women. 
Someone asked, “Wonder why 
there aren’t more men?” I 
responded with, “The men are in 
the cemetery.” 

Sooner than I thought, I final¬ 
ly reached the time when I would 
travel and become a real “poor of 
thing.” The first item of business 
when going on a tour is to receive 
your name tag. It is secured by a 
string and you hang it around 
your neck. They tell you the pur¬ 


pose of the tag is to help you get 
acquainted with others. I have 
concluded that the real purpose is 
to help a “poor of thing” remem¬ 
ber his name if confusion arises, 
or if he becomes lost to help the 
police get him back to his group. 

The next item of business is to 
provide the tour guide with your 
medical history and a list of all 
medications. This information is 
important in case of an emergen¬ 
cy medical problem. 

It is not uncommon to actu¬ 
ally have a “poor of thing” expire 
during a trip, since the average 
age is 75 plus. On one trip we 
really did lose one of our travel¬ 
ers. A man and his wife were sit¬ 
ting with our group at a music 
show and at the conclusion of the 
show everyone got up to leave 
except for the man. His wife 
thinking he was asleep punched 
him, but no response. The “poor 
of thing” was gone. 

There was a little excitement 
for a while, but after the lady 
made a few phone calls and con¬ 
cluded final arrangements with 
the local officials, she decided to 
continue on the tour with the 
group the next morning. 

This seemed a bit awkward, 
but her response was, “There 
wasn’t anything else she could do 
and she had planned this trip for 
a long time.” 

I guess the most exciting event 
that happened on a trip happened 
to me! We were on a trip up 
through New England. We had 
stopped at a nice hotel for the 
night. Several in the group decid¬ 
ed to go down to the swimming 
pool to either sit around and relax 
or take a dip. 

I was a few years younger than 


most of the group and I decided 
to put my trunks on and display 
a few fancy dives. After my first 
dive, I was shocked at how cold 
the water was. 

When I came out of the pool, 
I was already shaking. I told the 
wife I was heading back to the 
room to get some warm clothes. 
In the haste to get to the room, I 
left my glasses on a table at pool 
side. 

Once in the room, I quickly 
removed my wet trunks and 
gazed toward a light that was 
shining from the bathroom. I was 
more than startled! There stood a 
NUDE WOMAN peering at me 
from the bathroom door! I threw 
a towel around me and exited the 
room and yelled at a security 
guard who was passing nearby. I 
informed the officer about the 
woman in my room. He drew his 
revolver and made a careful inves¬ 
tigation of my room. 

A smile came to his face and 
he motioned for me to come into 
the room and have a seat. He 
began, “Now Mr. Sullivan, please 
correct me if I’m wrong. You do 
wear glasses, but you did not have 
them on? You had been swim¬ 
ming in the pool and were very 
cold?

And I think the solution to this 
event is that you did not realize 
that there is a full length mirror 
on your bathroom door and you 
were actually looking at yourself!” 

I swore him to secrecy because 
I knew he was correct.

Comer celebrates final approval of hemp bill 


Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer credited industrial 
hemp supporters for encouraging 
lawmakers and Governor Steve 
Beshear to approve historic legis¬ 
lation that will help restore hemp 
production to Kentucky. 

Governor Beshear said he will 
take no action on Senate Bill 50, 
allowing it to become law. 

“This shows what can happen 
when the people get behind posi¬ 
tive legislation that has the poten¬ 
tial to create jobs and opportuni¬ 
ty for Kentucky,” Comer said. 
“Six months ago, industrial hemp 
was on nobody’s radar. Now, SB 
50 will become the law of the 
Commonwealth. I’m grateful to 
all the people — legislators, farm¬ 
ers, business people, Republicans, 
Democrats — who made their

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voices heard on this issue, and to 
Sen. Paul Hornback for taking a 
chance and sponsoring the bill.” 

Commissioner Comer plans 
to call on Washington and work 
with Kentucky’s congressional 
delegation to ask federal authori¬ 
ties for permission to grow indus¬ 
trial hemp in Kentucky. 

“Now that this bill will 
become law, the federal govern¬ 
ment will know that Kentucky’s 
leaders from both parties are 
united in our intent to bring 
industrial hemp production back 
to the Commonwealth in a 
responsible way,” Commissioner 
Comer said. 

Senate Bill 50 passed in the 


Kentucky General Assembly in 
the final hour of the recently con¬ 
cluded legislative session after 
months of debate and expert tes¬ 
timony. 

Senate Bill 50 creates an 
administrative framework, to be 
managed by the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture, for 
industrial hemp production in 
Kentucky. The legislation calls for 
hemp demonstration projects by 
the University of Kentucky and 
other public universities that 
choose to participate. Under the 
bill, the Kentucky State Police are 
required to conduct background 
checks on applicants for licenses 
to grow industrial hemp.

McConnell contacts FDA about drug abuse 


Continuing his efforts to help 
combat Kentucky’s prescription 
drug abuse epidemic, U.S. Senate 
Republican Leader Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell sent a letter to FDA Com¬ 
missioner Margaret A. Hamburg, 
M.D., asking her to work to pre¬ 
vent the influx of generic opiates 
from coming to market that fail 
to incorporate technologies to 
reduce the likelihoods of misuse 
and abuse. In the letter sent 
today, McConnell wrote, “As I 
travel throughout Kentucky and 
meet with constituents, I contin¬ 
ue to hear concerns about pre¬ 
scription drug abuse. Foremost in 
the minds of many of my con¬ 
stituents remains the FDA’s 
approval of generic versions of 
extended-release opiates without 
requiring technologies that 
reduce the likelihood of misuse 
and abuse.” 

Senator McConnell has heard 
concerns from law enforcement, 
hospitals and health clinics in 
Kentucky that generic versions of 
the two most commonly-abused 
painkillers — Opana and Oxy- 
Contin - lack the tamper-resis¬ 
tant gel coating of the brand 
name drugs. Without this tech¬ 
nology, addicts crush the pills in 
order to achieve an immediate 
heroine-like high from sniffing or 
injecting the painkillers. If these 
generics come to market without 
the tamper resistant coating, 
much of the work that law 
enforcement and health care pro¬ 
viders have done to stem the tide 
of pain pill abuse in Kentucky 
will be lost. Last December, Sena¬ 
tor McConnell asked the FDA 
Commissioner to delay these 
crushable generic drugs from 
coming to market until a work¬ 
able solution can be found. 

Senator McConnell wrote 
that while he recognizes the 
“FDA has recently taken addi¬ 
tional steps to provide guidance 
to industry on abuse-deterrent 
reference drugs, I believe more 
can be done to prevent an influx 
of genetic opiates from coming to 
market that fail to incorporate 
technologies to reduce the likeli¬ 
hood of misuse and abuse.” He 
also mentioned the fact that sev¬ 
eral law enforcement groups such 
as the Kentucky Narcotic Offi¬ 
cers’ Association remain “very 
fearful that a new wave of over¬ 
dose deaths and more illegal traf¬ 


ficking of these drugs will occur if 
the generic formulation is 
approved.” 

McConnell asked Commis¬ 
sioner Hamburg to respond to 
several questions on the issue (let¬ 
ter attached), including if the 
FDA believes that the manufac¬ 
turers of the new formulations of 
OxyContin and Opana collected 
the necessary data to ensure its 
safety to reduce the likelihood of 
misuse and abuse. 

“I look forward to hearing 
from Commissioner Hamburg in 
response to the questions I sent 
her,” Senator McConnell said. 
“In Kentucky, the pain pill epi¬ 
demic has destroyed thousands of 
lives and ravaged communities. I 
continue to hear heartbreaking 
stories from constituents about 
individuals who needlessly lost 
loved ones to opiate drug over¬ 
dose. The problem is so acute 
that more Kentuckians die from 
drug overdose than from car acci-

The future prosperity of any 
community depends on its ability to 
foster the health and well-being of 
the next generation.

neglect of children. 

Here is a list of simple tips that 
can have a positive effect on the 
well-being and healthy develop¬ 
ment of children, families and com¬ 
munities. 

For your family: 

As a parent, block out 15 min¬ 
utes a day to play one-on-one with 
your child — doing anything he or 
she wants. We know from studies 
that the more parents engage in 
positive activities with their chil¬ 
dren, the less they use negative 


physical and psychological disci¬ 
pline. 

Tell the children or youth in your 
life how much you care for them 
and appreciate them. All children 
deserve to have someone who is 
“crazy about them” and loves them 
unconditionally. 

Work with the kids in your life to 
explore their heritage and learn 
their family’s story. Every family has 
a rich story to tell and our connec¬ 
tions to our past help us carry for¬ 
ward our values and traditions. 

Connect with grandparents to 
preserve cultural heritage. Grand¬ 
parents are an incredible source of 


cultural heritage — from traditions 
to language to food! Encourage 
them to tell stories to their grand¬ 
children and even visit their schools 
to share where they come from. 

For friends and neighbors: 

Compliment a father — some¬ 
one you know or even someone in 
public — on something positive 
you see him do with his children. 
Dads contribute uniquely to chil¬ 
dren’s development. 

Offer your time to baby-sit for 
the child of a friend, neighbor or 
family member. All parents need 
help sometimes — even if it is just 
to rest or “recharge” for an hour or

Some young dads 
may need help with 
transportation or in 
identifying helpful 
resources for their 
children. 

Support parents 
looking for a job by 
offering your profes¬ 
sional knowledge and 
experience in resume 
writing or preparing 
for a job interview. 

Financial stability links directly 
with family stability and can have a 
big effect on the emotional well¬ 
being of caregivers and their chil¬ 
dren. 

Encourage single mothers you 
know, whenever possible, to sup¬ 
port the involvement of children’s 
fathers in their lives. When non¬ 
custodial dads work to be involved 
in the lives of their children, they 
need the positive support of the 
child’s other parent or caretaker to 
encourage the development of that 
relationship. 

Build community trust and 
togetherness by inviting friends to 
participate in a meaningful cultural 
event in your life. Helping people 
learn about your culture may help 
them understand that despite some 
differences, we have a lot in com¬ 
mon — especially the need for sup¬ 
port now and then. 

Be a resource and “sounding 
board” for a dad who is separated 
from his children. Dads provide 
qualities and benefits for their chil¬ 
dren no one else can. 

Arrange a potluck event in your 
neighborhood to get to know other 
parents and their kids. Friends and 
neighbors can give outstanding sup¬ 
port to families in times of need or 
stress. 

For your community: 

Sponsor, volunteer at or partici¬ 
pate in a cultural event in your 
community. Families come from 
different cultural backgrounds that 
all bring value in creating caring 
and compassionate communities. 

Do volunteer work for a youth- 
or family-serving organization in 
your community. Some families 
just need a little help from time to 



time, and community organizations 
are designed to do just that. 

Take action on legislative issues 
that affect children and families. 
Call your elected representatives, 
join demonstrations and be sure 
always to vote to show that you sup¬ 
port services to help families raise 
healthy children. 

Introduce yourself to your 
neighbors. Caring and connected 
neighborhoods can be powerful in 
reducing neighborhood violence 
and supporting struggling parents. 

Create a “Safe Children Zone” 
in your neighborhood. Host a com¬ 
munity meeting with your neigh¬ 
bors to talk about what each of you 
can do to help create a sense of 
safety for the children in your 
neighborhood. 

Volunteer at or donate resources 
to a local preschool or daycare cen¬ 
ter. Early education builds the foun¬ 
dation for a lifetime of healthy brain 
development. 

Ask yours or another faith-based 


organization in your community 
about donations — even small ones 


— that can be made to support 
families in need. Some families need 
help providing for their children’s 
basic needs. 

Contact your local child welfare 
and family-serving agencies and ask 
about volunteer opportunities. Each 
of us has a role to play in creating 
safe and healthy communities for 
children. 

If you have reason to believe a 
child may be at risk of harm in their 
home, call your local child abuse 
hotline. Anyone who is worried 
about the well-being of a child can 
call to report their concerns.

Fifth grade Southern Elementaiy 
students excel at mock stock market 


Fifth grade GATES students 
at Southern Elementary partici¬ 
pated in a six week stock market 
simulation as part of an econom¬ 
ics unit during their weekly 
GATES sessions with Mrs. Lus¬ 
tenberg. Students were intro¬ 
duced to the stock market and the 
process for trading shares of stock. 
Each student was given a $50,000 
mock bank account to purchase 
shares of stock and an accounting 


sheet to keep track of their financ¬ 
es. Students purchased stocks dur¬ 
ing the first week and bought and 
sold during the following weeks. 
They were also required to calcu¬ 
late commission for a stock bro¬ 
ker for each trade they made. 
Each week students were given 
news pages so that they could read 
and infer information from the 
reading that helped them to make 
better decisions when buying and 


selling stocks. During the last 
week all shares were sold and each 
student had to calculate his or her 
earnings. The top five money 
earners during this stock market 
simulation were Dakota Hurston 
with $73,212, Aaron Thomas 
with $66,287.50, Madison 
Wanstrath with $63,190.50, Allie 
Moore with $59,762.50 and Arle¬ 
na Beck with $59,500. 


Scholarship that can help Kentucky 
students take dual credit classes 


Kentucky high school juniors 
and seniors may qualify for a 
scholarship to help pay for dual 
credit classes taken at a Kentucky 
college or university. 

The Mary Jo Young Scholar¬ 
ship, named for a former member 
of the Board of Directors of the 
Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority (KHEAA), 
provides up to $420 per class 
toward tuition for up to two 
classes each semester and up to 
$125 per class for textbooks. 
Scholarships can only be used in 
the fall and spring semesters. 


To be considered, students 
must be in grades 11 or 12 during 
the 2013-2014 academic year. 
They must have at least an 18 
ACT composite or achieve at 
least a 2.5 GPA during the 2012- 
2013 academic year. Priority will 
be given to students eligible for 
free and reduced-price lunch. 

The application is available on 
www.kheaa.com. Students must 
apply through their www.kheaa. 
com account. The application 
period runs through May 15, 
2013.

Adult Kentuckians who are 
interested in taking college classes 
may be eligible for a Go Higher 
Grant administered by the Ken¬ 
tucky Higher Education Assis¬ 
tance Authority (KHEAA). 

Go Higher Grants are avail¬ 
able to adults age 24 or older who 
are enrolled less than half-time at 
a participating Kentucky college 
or university. Applicants must 
show financial need and must be 
U.S. citizens, nationals or perma¬ 
nent residents. They must also be 
seeking their first undergraduate 
degree. 

The maximum award amount 
is $1,000.

And almost all 
things are by the law purged with 
blood; and without shedding of 
blood is no remission.

what one cannot avoid.” That is 
baseline toleration, the eye-rolling, 
sighing necessity of modern life, 
“tolerating” the obviously errone¬ 
ous views of others in exchange for 
the minimal cultivation of a cli¬ 
mate in which others will extend to 
me the privilege of expressing my 
(obviously) correct views. This is 
what we might call tolerance as 
forbearance. Bernard Williams has 
said, commenting on this minimal 
level of tolerance, that the difficul¬ 
ty “is that it seems to be at once 
necessary and impossible.” This is 
particularly the case, Williams con¬ 
tinues, when it comes to matters of 
religious faith, where people are 
likely to find “others’ beliefs and 
ways of life deeply unacceptable.” 
Tolerance as forbearance represents 
an implicit expression or conde¬ 
scension cloaking an even more 
profound (though perhaps uncon¬ 
scious or unintended) disrespect of 
the other with whom we disagree. 

I’m going to say something 
obvious, but theologically pretty 
radical (radical meaning at the root 
of things): (1) We’re stuck with 
each omer. God created us all 
(we’ll talk more about the theo¬ 
logical significance of that fact in 
perhaps a future blog post about 
the doctrine of creation and inter¬ 
faith relations); and Christ called 
us to be Christ’s body. We can 
chatter all day long if we want 
about whom we will recognize as 
real members of that body, but 
frankly it is all a lot of hot air. This 
is (literally) Christ’s call, not ours. 
St. Paul spoke eloquently about 
this issue in I Corinthians 13 
which is a chapter designed to be 
read in the midst of a knock-down, 
drag-out church fight and not at a 
wedding. Those Christians who 
think that some parts of the body 
are better than others or are more 
representative to the “embodied¬ 
ness” of the Christian faith than 
others are all wet, according to St. 
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Is Tolerance a Christian Virtue? 

There’s a New Yorker cartoon 
that shows a bearded, robed man 
standing on a mountain speaking 
to a crowd, saying, “If you believe 
in me, divide into sects, and kill 
and hurt as many from the other 
sects as you possibly can.” 

The cartoon recalls that earlier 
lampooning of Christianity’s some¬ 
times schismatic and hateful tradi¬ 
tions performed by Monty Python’s 
film, ‘The Life of Brian,’ in which 
Brian (a very reluctant pseudo- 
messiah) in tne course of running 
from his disciples, loses a sandal 
and drops his gourd. His disciples 
promptly split into two opposing 
sects, one taking the sign of the 
sandal, the other taking the sign of 
the gourd. 

We’ve given satirists a lot to 
work with over the centuries. 

In one particularly “fruitful” 
period of church history from 
1750 to 1850 - “fruitful,’ in the 
sense of the proliferation of church 
splits - the Presbyterians of Scot¬ 
land split eight times. This includ¬ 
ed the mother of all Scottish 
church schisms called “the Great 
Disruption” (1843) in which the 
original “Free Church” split from 
the established Church of Scot¬ 
land. One line of the descendants 
of the Free Church, which refused 
in the early twentieth century to 
reunite with the Church of Scot¬ 
land, is known today as the “wee 
frees.” 

Despite John Calvin’s appeal to 
our possessing “charitable judg¬ 
ment with reference to differences 
among us, there’s been a lot more 
judgment than charity. 

This is odd, indeed, given the 
fact that our official doctrine of the 
church vests our grounds for unity 
entirely in Jesus Christ rather than 
us. 

We are not “one” because we 
agree on biblical interpretations, 
doctrines, values, worship styles, 


etc. We are one because Jesus 
Christ, our “heavenly high priest” 
(Hebrews chapters 5, 9, and 10) 
holds us together. We are one body 
(like it or lump it!). We are one in 
Christ (whatever we may think or 
believe about that too!). We are 
only one in Christ. We have no 
other unity but in Christ. We don’t 
get to choose our fellow disciples. 
We don’t get to pick our brothers 
and sisters in Christ. Christ does 
that. 

In fact, according to the New 
Testament, not even our faith 
belongs to us. And our righteous¬ 
ness is not our own. Jesus Christ 
believes for us. Jesus Christ is our 
righteousness. He even became sin 
for us so that we might be 
redeemed. Jesus Christ, again 
according to John Calvin, is the 
mirror of our sanctification.” All 
that we hope by faith to become is 
a reality only in Jesus Christ. And 
all the fullness of our humanity as 
God intended us to become is ours 
as a gift through Christ. 

Im saying all of this just to 
remind us of an objective theologi¬ 
cal fact. We belong in the body of 
Christ because of Jesus Christ, and 
not because of anything we believe, 
do, value, or hope. 

So, in answer to the question, 
“Is tolerance a Christian virtue?” I 
am first compelled to say, “Oh, it’s 
a lot bigger than tolerance.” Toler¬ 
ance is such a minimal standard for 
what we are responsible for that we 
just zip past it on the highway of 
faith without even noticing it in 
our rear-view mirrors. We are 
responsible to love. That’s the 
Christian virtue, if you will. And 
love requires a level of respect and 
compassion and commitment to 
the other and self-sacrifice for the 
other that is light years beyond 
mere toleration. 

Theodore Zeldin once referred 
to tolerance as “the reluctant accep¬ 
tance of a burden, putting up with

Paul. We are stuck with each other 
because Christ made us into one 
body. Some time read I Corinthi¬ 
ans 13 in its context: start with 
chapter 11 and don’t stop till you 
get to the end of chapter 15. (2)

and thereby to demonstrate that 
we are children of God. As we all 
learned to sing at church camp, 
“They will know we are Christians 
by our love,” not “They will know 
we are Christians by our self-righ¬ 
teous contempt of those who are 
different.” According to Jesus, we 
show our family resemblance to 
God by our mercy, not our self- 
righteousness or capacity to 
exclude others (Matthew 5). The 
author of the First Epistle of John 
is even more pointed: “The one 
who does not love does not know 
God, for God is love” (I John 4: 8). 

So, “is tolerance a Christian 
virtue?” Close, but no cigar. We 
have been shown a more excellent 
way. As St. Paul said in the Epistle 
to the Romans, shortly before 
affirming that “we who are many 
are one body in Christ,” “For by 
the grace given to me I say to 
everyone among you not to think 
of yourself more highly than you 
ought to think, but to think with 
sober judgment, each according to 
the measure of faith that God has 
assigned.” “Let love,” Paul tells us, 
“be genuine” (Romans 12: 3-9). 

Ideas expressed here are 
explored much more fully in the 
chapter, “Is Toleration a Christian 
Virtue? Beyond the Disrespect of 
Enlightenment Forbearance” in 
Michael Jinkins’ book: Christiani-

were inserted into Bella's ear¬ 
drums in order to keep the middle 
ear aerated and to prevent fluid 
from building up. A fifth proce¬ 
dure called for a gastrostomy tube 
(G-tube) to be inserted through 
her abdomen to provide daily 
nutrition rather than by being fed 
through her mouth. And just 
weeks ago, as her second birthday 
approached, a sixth operation; a 
vesicostemy, was performed to 
allow her bladder to drain directly 
into her diaper. This eliminates 
the need to catheterize, but is also 
cuts out aqua therapy. 

Currently, Bella takes seven 
kinds of medication and sleeps 
with oxygen. She visits a neuro¬ 
surgeon regularly and is moni¬ 
tored in the following areas: neu¬ 
rology, urology, feeding team, 
sleep clinic, developmental pedia¬ 
trician, infectious disease, and 
rehab. A glimpse into the daily 
lives of the O'Hara's begins with a 
5 a.m. wake-up call at their home 
in Independence. Jenna and 
Mason get ready for work while 
unhooking Bella from all her 
machines, which include feeding 
pump and oxygen. Mason takes 
Bella to the Kidz Club in Erlanger, 
a medical daycare facility while 
Jenna and the couples four year 
old son, Kamden, head to school 
at Taylor Elementary in Bracken 
County where Jenna teaches first 
grade. 

"Luckily, we have found a 
wondeful daycare for Bella. Every¬ 
one that works there is a nurse, so 
that put our minds at ease while 
we are at work knowing she's get¬ 
ting great care from very knowl¬ 


edgeable people." 

On a daily basis, Jenna receives 
between one to three calls from 
Children's Hospital checking on 
Bella. The extent of the calls range 
from scheduling appointments, 
reminders, billing and ordering 
supplies to be sent to their home. 

"Answering those calls may be 
the most exhausting part of all," 
admits Jenna. "Mason and I both 
work during the day, so it's very 
inconvenient when the hospital 
calls or they want Bella to come in 
for appointments. We take turns 
with our sick days taking her to 
the doctor, but then we have those 
unexpected hospital visits so we 
are very fortunate to have our 
parents that help out when need¬ 
ed." 

In the evening, Jenna picks up 
Bella from day care and heads 
home to prepare dinner. While it 
is cooking, her and Mason work 
with their daughter on her thera¬ 
pies and eating. Big brother Kam¬ 
den plays a helpful role as well. 
"He is the perfect older brother 
for her and is a great helper. He's 
always doing things to make her 
laugh and loves on her every 
chance he can," said Jenna. The 
family eats dinner, bathe Bella in 
the sink, and around 9 p.m., hook 
Bella up to her machines and put 
her to bed for the night. 

Despite it all, Bella remains a 
very happy and smiling baby. 
Jenna says that her smile is the 
remedy to take away all the worry¬ 
ing. Some days are tougher than 
others, but regardless of the cir¬ 
cumstances; Bella's growth and 
development will always come 
first. 


"We go forward each day 
because we have no other choice," 
said Jenna. "Yes, we wish Bella was 
a normal two year old, but we love 
her for who she is and wouldn't 
trade her for the world." 

At Bella's second birthday 
arty, all guests were asked to 
ring toys that would be donated 
to the neuro-science floor at Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital. 

Whenever Bella has an extend¬ 
ed stay there she will have access 
to the toys as well as all the other 
children that stay on that floor. 

"We thought this would be a 
great thing to do for the hospital, 
and now thanks to everyone who 
came to Bella's party we have a 
huge bin of new toys to donate," 
said Jenna. 

Many challenges lie ahead for 
the O'Hara family when it comes 
to learning how to deal with the 
obstacles Bella will encounter as 
she gets older. 

It is not known if she will ever 
sit up on her own or walk, how 
well she will do in school, or other 
delays she may experience in her 
development. But the one cer¬ 
tainty is the unconditional 
amount of love and support she 
will receive from her family. 

"I believe the reason we have 
made it this far is because of the 
support from our family and 
friends, said Jenna. "Mason and I 
have learned so much in these past 
two years about ourselves as well 
as how to give the proper care for 
our little girl. It may not be the 
life we pictured for our family, but 
I feel we are truly blessed and 
thankful that we were chosen to 
be Bella's family."

Get active this spring 

New Years resolutions to lose 
weight or get healthier may be 
long forgotten, but spring, with 
its beautiful flowers and warmer 
weather, is the perfect time to 
rejuvenate those resolutions by 
getting active outdoors. 

Most of us know that regular 
physical activity can help prevent 
heart disease and type 2 diabetes, 
reduce the risk of some cancers, 
help you maintain a healthy 
weight; strengthen muscles and 
bones and improve your mental 
health. Regardless, most of us do 
not get the exercise we need. 

One way you can increase 
your activity level is by using your 
built environment, including 
sidewalks, stoplights, trails and 
parks. It may be appealing for 
those just beginning an exercise 
program to start by using the 
built environment because it’s 
close to home and doesn’t require 
the up front costs of a gym mem¬ 
bership. You just have to make 
time to use it. 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
adults should aim for 30 or more 
minutes per day of moderate 


physical activity on five or more 
days of the week. Additionally, 
individuals need to engage in 
muscle-strengthening activities 
that work all major muscles 
groups two or more days per 
week. These activities can be 
done in 10-minute intervals. Aer¬ 
obic activity is anything that gets 
you breathing harder and your 
heart pumping faster. 

Taking an evening walk on a 
walking trail or through your 
neighborhood can help you reach 
2.3 hours a week, as long as you’re 
walking at a brisk pace. Bicycling 
or roller skating are also good 
forms of exercise that can be done 
in your built environment. 

If you have a chronic condi¬ 
tion or disability, you can still 
reap the benefits of physical activ¬ 
ity, but you should check with 
your doctor before your start any 
exercise program. They will be 
able to give you suggestions for 
types of physical activities that 
may work best for you.

Time to think about termites 

Springtime, with its warmer 
temperatures and more abundant 
rainfall, is typically when many 
winged termites emerge inside 
homes and other structures. Ter¬ 
mites swarm from the colony to 
disburse, fall to the ground, find 
mates and start new colonies in 
the soil. 

From now through May, you 
might see swarms of winged ter¬ 
mites, called swarmers, inside 
your home, signaling an infesta¬ 
tion that can cause extensive and 
costly damage. Since swarmers 
are attracted to light, you often 
see them, or their shed wings, 
around windows, doors and light 
fixtures. 

We also see winged ants in the 
springtime. By examining the 
insect you can learn whether it’s a 
termite or an ant. Termites have 
straight antennae; ants have 
elbowed antennae. Also, termites 
have uniform waists; ants have 
constricted waists between body 
regions. Termites have two pair of 
wings of equal size. Ants also have 
two pair of wings, but the fore¬ 
wings are longer than the hind 
wings. 

Other signs of a termite infes¬ 
tation are pencil-thin mud 
“tubes” on inside and outside 
surfaces such as foundation walls, 
piers, sills and floor joists. Ter¬ 
mites make these mud tunnels to 
travel between underground col¬ 
onies and your home. Another 
sign of an infestation is damaged 
wood hollowed out along the 
grain with dried bits of mud or 
soil lining the feeding galleries. 

Termite feeding, and resulting 
damage, can remain undetected 
in exposed wood because the 
outer surface usually is left intact. 
You can reduce the risk of a ter¬ 
mite attack by following these 
suggestions: 

• Store wood off of the ground. 

• Keep moisture from accumu¬ 
lating near the foundation. 

• Reduce humidity in crawl 
spaces. 


• Store firewood, lumber or 
other wood debris away from the 
foundation. 

• Don’t store wood in the crawl 


space. 

• Sparingly use decorative wood 
chips and mulch. 

• Consider having your home 
treated by a professional pest con¬ 
trol firm. 

Many infestations result from 
direct contact between structural 
wood and the soil, which gives 
termites access to food, moisture, 
shelter and provides a hidden 
entry into your home. Make sure 
to have at least six inches between 
the ground level and wood sid¬ 
ing, porch steps, latticework, 
door or window frames, posts 
and similar wooden elements. 
Contrary to popular belief, pres¬ 
sure-treated wood isn’t immune 
to infestation because termites 
will enter through cut ends or 
cracks and build tunnels over the 
surface to susceptible wood 
above. 

Since termites are attracted to 
moisture, they are more likely to 
enter a structure when soil next to 
the foundation consistently is 
moist. So, divert water away from 
the foundation with properly 
functioning gutters, downspouts 
and splash blocks. Repair leaking 
faucets, water pipes and air con¬ 
ditioning units. Adjust the soil 
grade next to the foundation so 
that surface water drains away 
from the building, and adjust 
lawn sprinklers and irrigation sys¬ 
tems to minimize water pooling 
near the foundation. 

Reduce humidity in crawl 
spaces by providing adequate 
ventilation. Don’t allow shrub¬ 
bery and other vegetation to grow 
over vents; it will inhibit cross¬ 
ventilation. You can reduce crawl 
space moisture by installing four 
to six milliliter polyethylene 
sheeting over about 75 percent of 
the soil surface. 

Firewood, lumber and other 
wood debris stored against the 
foundation or in crawl spaces, 


attract termites and provide a 
food source. This practice also 
gives termites a hidden entry into 
the home and allows them to 
bypass any existing termiticide 
soil barrier. 

Cellulose-containing materi¬ 
als including mulch and wood 
chips attract termites. Use these 
materials sparingly, especially 
when you have other conditions 
conducive to termite problems. 
Never allow mulch to touch 
wood siding, door frames or win¬ 
dow frames. Consider using 
crushed stone or pea gravel 
instead. These materials are less 
attractive to termites and can 
reduce other pests such as milli¬ 
pedes, pillbugs, earwings and 
crickets. 

The best way to prevent ter¬ 
mite infestations is to have your 
home treated by a professional 
pest control firm. 

There are two general catego¬ 
ries of termite treatment, liquids 
and baits. Liquid treatments are 
intended to provide an effective, 
long-lasting chemical barrier, 
which termites cannot breach, 
around and beneath your home. 
Termite baits are installed in plas¬ 
tic stations below the ground in 
the yard and occasionally indoors. 


Foraging termites consume the 
bait and share it with their nest- 
mates, resulting in a gradual 
decline in termite numbers. 

What should you look for 
when choosing a pest control 
firm? 

The firm should be licensed 
by the Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture. Membership in the 
Kentucky Pest Control Associa¬ 
tion and/or National Pest Con¬ 
trol Association suggests the 
company is an established firm 
with access to the technical and 
training information necessary to 
correctly do the job. Consider 
calling at least two to three com¬ 
panies and asking for references. 

Avoid pest control firms that 
pressure you into immediately 
signing a contract with “specials” 
or scare tactics. 

Termiticides are extensively 
tested for adverse effects. Based 
on current research, registered 
termiticides present no signifi¬ 
cant hazard to humans, pets or 
the environment when applied 
according to label directions.

Laboratories of Deer Park, Texas, to 
perform its motor fuel testing at a 
cost of $330,000 per year. 

Comer eliminated all but one of 
the positions at the fuel lab. Three 
of the employees whose positions 
were eliminated were retrained and 
reassigned. The supervisory chem¬ 
ist will stay with the department in 
another capacity. Most of the 
equipment and inventory at the lab 
will be sold as surplus, Comer said. 

The KDA fuel lab was com¬ 
pleted in 2008 at a cost of $3.1 
million. It was believed that the lab 
would attract out-of-state business 
that would make it self-sufficient; a 
sweeping audit of the department 
conducted last year at Commis- 


year to operate. 

“We were spending a lot of tax 
dollars for very, very little benefit,” 
Commissioner Comer said. “There 
never was a business plan that 
would make the lab viable.” 

Comer appointed a task force 
in July 2012 to examine the lab’s 
operations. The task force, made 
up of business leaders in various 
fields, was unable to devise a strat¬ 
egy that would have enabled the lab 
to break even. 

Comer said the department is 
in talks with the University of Ken¬ 
tucky about testing fuel samples at 
its Center for Applied Energy 
Research.
